This is the most 
f common complaint teenagers have about their 
parents. Even teens who generally get along well with 
| ^eir parents wish they would listen more, talk with 
I them more < be less critical and judgmental, and be 
1 mom willing to discuss the teen's point of view. 

Parents, on the other hand, have the same complaint: 
He won't listen to me!' Parents complain that teens 
are silent, or moody, aggressive and loud. They wish 
their teens would share more and talk with them in 
a friendly fashion. They wish their teens would listen 
more and criticise them less. 


Unfortunately, the style of much parent/teen 
communication is negative and ineffective. Parents 
should ask themselves, 'Do I talk at my teenager or 
do I talk with my teenager?' Parents who talk at 
teens are often reminding, threatening, blaming, 
questioning, ordering or judging. This style is used to 
pressure teens into doing something parents want 
them to do, and the effect is decreased effective 
communication. 

How would adults feel about these comments: That 
dress is too tight!' The lawn looks terrible. Are you 
even too lazy to cut the grass right?' 'Why can't you 
be more like Sam?' 'Eat your salad!' Would they 
semain friends with a person who made such remarks 
to them? Can they hear echoes of their own voice 
talking at their teen? 

Parents who talk with teenagers listen. They listen 
to what teens are thinking, feeling or wanting to do. 
They try to understand and accept teens' points of 
view. In addition, they are not afraid to express their 
own views or share feelings and concerns. 

The relationship between parents and teens is often 
highly emotional. Their relationship is changing, and 
both parents and teens want to be heard, understood 
and accepted. If this is to be achieved, parents 
especially must listen with their hearts as well as their 
heads. 

What is becoming more and more common, however, 
in the Age of the Internet, is that teenagers are 
beginning to speak a new language - a language that 
parents do not understand. 'Teenspeak' is a product 
of instant messaging and Internet chat, worlds 
teenagers spend an increasing amount of time in. 
Teenspeak has also become popular through modern 
music. The fact that teenagers are not understood by 
their parents and parents cannot understand what 
their children are saying is yet another reason why 
communication breaks down.

A Mark Zuckerberg s life so far is like a movie 
script.

Today I'd like to talk about the subject 
of subtitling. Many people around the 
world base their views on British and 
American life on what they see in films. 
To help this process, the dialogue for 
British and American films is translated 
into many languages. For example, 
how can audiences around the world 
understand the comedy in Bridget /ones? 
Before the film is released, the dialogue 
is translated and usually turned into 
subtitles. The original soundtrack is left 
in place and the translation is printed at 
the bottom of the screen. The translator 
of subtitles faces a unique challenge 
that other translators, luckily, don't have 
to deal with. That is, the real words 
on the soundtrack are presented with 
the subtitles. This means that anyone 
who understands both languages can 
immediately spot the mistakes. And this 
is why some of the most famous mistakes 
in translations are found in film subtitles. 

For example, in one famous film an 
actor says that his friend is so crazy that 
he wanted to build a Greyhound depot- 
on the highway. Instead of checking 
with someone, the translator used only 
a dictionary. A dictionary won't tell you 
that as well as a greyhound being a type 
of dog used in races, it is also the name 
of a bus company in America. So instead 
of translating the text as 'He is so crazy 
he wants to build a bus depot on the 
highway', he translated it as 'He wants 
to build a race track for dogs on the 
highway'! 

Comedy is really difficult to translate, 
particularly the British use of irony. 

When the woman arrives late and the 
man says 'You're early', English and 
American audiences will laugh. But if 
the translator just translates the words, 
the audience will miss the meaning 
completely. Sometimes in fact, when you 
hear people laughing at the wrong time 
in a subtitled film, they are laughing at 
the subtitles, not the film. 

Instead of subtitling, another choice is 
dubbing. This means that audiences don't 
have to read and also comedy can be 
better understood. However, dubbing a 
film changes the film and its culture, so 
if you watch an Arabic dubbing of the 
film, you will hear things that make sense 
in an Arabic culture but would never 
have been said in the original film. For 
example, in the original film one speaker 
talks about snow; in the dubbing the 
speaker talks about rain. Also, in many 
cases the natural sounds of a film are lost 
when it is dubbed and the experience of 
realism is lost. So, dubbing or subtitles? 

It's a difficult decision. Now, what I'd ...

o: So David ... share with some of 
us 'old' people how language is 
changing. 

d: Well, Ola, language is changing 
all the time but many of us don't 
realise it's happening or even wish it 
wouldn't happen. 

o: Why's that? 

o: Well, one reason is that many new 
words come from other languages. 

For example, the word 'bruschetta', or 
'bruscetta' as people say, from Italian 
to describe a certain type of bread. In 
fact, many of these foreign words are 
related to food. 

o: You mean like kebab and my favourite 
drink, a latte?

They don't think we should 
borrow words from other languages, 
o: Hmm, seems strange to me. Why 
create a new word when a word that 
people recognise already exists?

Another example 
is what we call portmanteau words, 
o: Wow! What are they? 
d: These are blended words created 
by putting two words together. For 
example, what do you call a teenager 
who spends all day on his computer? 
o: A lazy boy? 

d: Well, maybe. However, he will be 
better known as a 'screenager' . There 
are lots of other well-known examples 
such as 'brunch' - a combination of 
'breakfast' and lunch'... 
o: Of course - it's a meal many of us 
have at the weekend when we get up 
late - a great idea! 

d: Yes, it is - it's usually eaten around 
1 1 .00 in the morning. OK, what about 
these ones which are very familiar 
today: Bollywood and motel ? 
o: Well, 1 know what Bollywood means 

- it's the Indian film industry - but I'm 
not sure what the two words are. One 
of them must be 'Hollywood', but 
what about the 'B'? Bengal? Big? 

d: No, actually it's 'Bombay', 
o: Of course! And motel- well that's 
been in the English language for ages 

- I didn't even know it was made up 
of two words, it must be something to 
do with 'hotel', and the y m' must be 
something like 'mini' or 'mobile'... 
oh, I know - they're always by the 
road, and you usually stay in them 
while driving somewhere, so it's 
probably 'motor' - 'motor hotel'? 

d: Absolutely right. And there are lots of 
other examples. There are also what 
we call TLAs. 

o: And what are those? 


d: They are three-letter abbreviations. 
For example, B2B means 'business 
to business' and NIH means 'not 
invented here'. 

o: But people don't actually say those 
things, do they? 

d: Yes they do, unfortunately for us. For 
example, last week I heard someone 
say 'I MO it would be a good idea'. 

o: IMO? 

d: Yes, 'in my opinion'. This is becoming 
more and more common, especially 
when people write on the Internet or 
use their mobiles to communicate. 

o: It seems it's becoming a whole new 
language! Now tell me, do you ...

a: All right. So, we need to get the 
contract signed by the end of the day.

8: Yes, i think that seems to be the 
way forward but we'd better talk to 
Claudio and the club quickly. 
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Good evening ladies and gentleman. 

In this talk I intend to discuss whether 
parents who come from different 
nationalities should teach their baby both 
languages or only one. First, I want to 
talk about how children learn languages. 
Then, i want to talk about the advantages 
of teaching children both languages at 
the same time. Next, I will talk about the 
disadvantages and finally, 1 will give my 
opinion on this issue. 

Let's begin with how children learn. The 
most important thing to remember is that 
children do not learn their first language 
like they learn language in school. In 
other words, children at school learn by 
reading, writing and doing exercises. 
When a baby learns a language it 
cannot read or write. It can only learn by 
listening, passively memorising and then 
speaking. This means that it needs to 
hear the language as much as possible. 

For instance, a mother may need to say 
'Mama' and 'Dada' twenty or thirty times 
a day for three or four months before her 
child begins to use these words to talk 
about his or her parents. 
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Peter Smith , Dr Aykut 
p: Thank you for coming onto the

DR: That's a very good question. There 
are earthquakes in Turkey all the 
time but the last big one was in Izmit 
in 1 999. In fact, there were two 
earthquakes. 

p: Really? Could you tell me if the 

Izmit earthquake was close to 
Istanbul? 

dr: It was very dose indeed, about 80 
kilometres from the city. 
p: Hmmm. Do you know how many 

people were killed in the Izmit 
earthquake? 

dr: We will never be completely sure. 
But the final official figure was 
20,000 people. Many, many more 
people lost their homes. 



p: That's terrible. Do you know 

whether the Izmit earthquake 
affected Istanbul? 

dr: Yes it did. The shocks were felt in 
Istanbul. Some people died and 
there were some houses damaged. 

It is because of these earthquakes 
that people are now worrying about 
Istanbul. 

p: Really? So, Dr Aykut, could you tell 

me if there is a strong possibility of 
an earthquake in Istanbul? 
dr: This is the big question. There 
is always a big chance of an 
earthquake in Istanbul but, 
according to our research there is 
a 62% chance that there will be a 
major earthquake in Istanbul in the 
next 30 years. 
p: Wow! 
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a: OK for the second part of the 
interview, what are we going to ask 
her? 

b: Flow about 'How big is the chance of 
an earthquake in Istanbul?' 
c: That was asked in the first part. Wake 
up, Joe! 

a: Well, we should ask a question 
connected with that. OK, what about 
'Why do you think an earthquake will 
happen soon?' 

c: Yes, and we can follow it with, 'How 
big will the earthquake be?'

int: Today we have invited several 
people to answer the question 'Is 
chess a sport?' Dr Smith, could you 
begin for us, please? 

dr s: Of course. I believe chess is a 
sport. Many countries and sports 
organisations have now accepted 
that chess is a sport, for example 
the European Union, the Olympic 
Committee and even the British 
Government. 

int: OK, let's ask David Jones, a chess 
grandmaster.

There is a World Championship 
of Chess and chess will soon be 
played in the Olympics. Quite 
clearly, it's a sport. 

Dj: Bridge also has a world 

championship, but it's a card 
game. Monopoly has a world 
championship too! Are you going 
to tell me Monopoly is a sport? 

Let me ask another question: how 
much physical activity is there in 
chess? I'll tell you - none, none at 
all! 

or s: That's not true! I agree there is little 
physical activity but, for example, 
players have to move the pieces. 

Dj: But you can also play chess on 

a computer. Then there are no 
pieces ... 

dr s: But then there is a mouse ... 

dj: Oh come on! Alright, there is 

hardly any physical activity in 
chess so it can't be a sport. The 
only reason chess is now a sport is 
so that it can receive money from 
the government ... 
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Sue, Peter, Dave 

S: Right, so we have to have an article 
in next month's issue on one of the 
greatest moments in athletics. Peter, 
you have two suggestions. 

p: That's right Sue. I gave you two small 
news reports to consider. What do 
you think? 

$: Well, Roger Bannister's achievement 
is tremendous. It's undoubtedly one 
of the greatest moments in athletics 
history. 

d: Well I'm not sure, Sue. Did you know 
that, for example, John Landy broke 
Bannister's record just 46 days later?

Winning a gold medal and breaking 
an Olympic record is impressive but 
not exactly original is it! 

P: That's because that's not the end of 
the story. Within two weeks Emil 
Zatopek had won not only the 1 0,000 
metres but also the 5,000 metres 


and then, even more incredibly, the 
marathon too! That's over 35,000 
metres in total! 

d: Wow. Surely that's impossible, 
s: Obviously not. And he was thirty 
years old, too. I think that's the one 
we'll go for. Peter, i want you to 
present the idea to the editor, OK? 
p: Sure. 
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For our article next month, we've 
decided to go with Emil Zatopek. That 
he was a tremendous athlete is certain. 
There's no doubt about that. However, 
there is one competition that particularly 
shows Emil to undoubtedly be one of 
the greatest athletes in history. That was 
the 1952 Olympics in Helsinki. By the 
time of the marathon, Emil had already 
won the 10,000 metres and 5,000 metres 
and in both events he broke Olympic 
records. Any great athlete would have 
been totally exhausted by then, but not 
Emil. What's extraordinary, also, about 
Emil is that he had never run a marathon 
before the Olympics. But he didn't only 
win the marathon. What was really 
impressive was that he won it easily and 
again broke the Olympic record. 

At a time when it was difficult to 
follow the whole race, imagine the 
faces of the spectators when Emil 
ran into the stadium to complete the 
marathon. Everyone in the stadium must 
have known they were watching an 
extraordinary moment in athletics history. 
But, most of all, since 1952 no one has 
repeated Emil's achievement. 
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a: Right everyone, we've been given the 
go-ahead to fly out to Italy tomorrow. 
The whole team is being put on 
the project to find a cure for this 
Chikungunya disease. So, here's the 
plan. We're meeting this evening at 
7.00 to arrange the teams. 

At that meeting we will be deciding 
who goes to Italy and who stays in 
the laboratory.

We will be working 
night and day to find some new test 
vaccines. 

a: OK. We have to do this fast. We are 
presenting this to the board at 8.30 
a.m. Tuesday morning. We need 
something positive to show. Sarah, 
you are going to be responsible for 
supplies. Make sure we've got proper 
protection. The last thing 1 want is 
someone in the team picking up 
the disease. Which reminds me, we 
are going to need some mosquito 
specialists ... 
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All right, here's my report on St Swithin's 
hospital website. 1 used the website, 
the links it offers and the opinions of 
people who used the site to conduct my 
investigation. OK, so what did 1 discover? 
First of all, it's not clear what the purpose 
of the website is. There is a section of 
useful telephone numbers and a 'contact 
us' section. There is also news about the 
hospital. However, there are also articles 
by some of the doctors and surgeons and 
there is also a useful links section which 
seems to mostly lead people to places 
to buy things online. So what is it? is it 
a resource for patients and friends and 
family of patients? is it a window for 
doctors and surgeons to publish articles, 
or is it a link to Internet shopping? 

The next thing I discovered was that it 
was last updated six months ago. This 
undoubtedly meant that all the hospital 
news was pretty useless. 

Thirdly, 1 checked the list of people 
working at the hospital and there are 
some reputable and well-known doctors 
and surgeons there. However, this is not 
mentioned on the website. The articles 
were mostly written by people 1 have 
never heard of. Finally, I discovered that 
the website was set up and looked after 
by two of the doctors at the hospital, i 
also discovered that one of these doctors 
has just left the hospital. 

To sum up this is a very poor website 
indeed and something needs to be 
done quickly. It is a good idea for the 
hospital to hire a professional company 
to recreate the website and it is vital that 
the hospital prepares a clear description 
of what they want on the website. Finally, 
the hospital must understand that the old 
website cannot continue and therefore it 
must be removed immediately.

In this presentation I'd like to talk about 
my favourite attempt to bring literature 
to TV. It is not a normal case however, 
in 1873, Jules Verne wrote the great 
novel Around the World in Eighty Days, 
where an English gentleman succeeded 
in travelling round the world using the 
most modem forms of transport available 
at the time. He managed to complete his 
journey with minutes to spare. 

In 1988, Michael Palin, a well-known 
actor and comedian attempted to do the 
same thing. Of course, it would've been 
easy if he had used planes and fast cars 
to do it However, Michael had to use 
the same means of transport that would 
have been available to Jules Verne's 
character, Phileas Fogg, in 1873. This 
meant Michael wasn't allowed to use 
planes and cars but had to use trains and 
ships instead. The journey was recorded 
for TV and shown in 1 989. 
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PART TWO 

As I have said, Palin wasn't able to use 
modern forms of transport, but could 
use any form of transport that was 
available to Phileas Fogg, whether or 
not he actually used it. Palin started on 
the Orient Express and didn't have to 
get off until he was in Austria, when he 
was unexpectedly held up by a strike by 
railway workers. He managed to get out 
of Austria by coach, and 1 mean horse- 
drawn coach here, not a bus coach. 

He took the coach into Greece and 
then was able to take a boat across to 
Egypt, In Egypt, however, he had a lot 
of trouble. First of all, he had difficulty 
finding a train to Cairo and then, once 
he got there, he found out that his boat 
was damaged and could not leave. 

This meant that he couldn't make his 
connection to Saudi Arabia. Although, 
according to the rules of the bet, Palin 
wasn't allowed to use a car, it was 
decided to allow Palin to drive to Saudi 
Arabia to save the trip. Thankfully he 
didn't have to 'cheat' again. By the time 
Palin reached Bombay he was a week 
behind Phileas Fogg. Again, in India, 
Palin had ship problems but he managed 
not to lose any more time. Of course, by 
the time Palin was travelling around the 
world, ships were faster and safer. This 
meant that Palin was able to make up ail 
the lost time by the time he reached the 
US. 

Although balloons are associated with 
Phileas Fogg, he never actually used 
one in Around the World in Eighty Days. 
However, Palin was able to experience 
balloon travel and also being pulled by 
dogs on a sled, as he travelled across 
the US. Palin arrived back in London 
1 7 hours ahead of schedule, in the TV 




series we experienced ail the variety and 
excitement of travelling across the world 
whilst trying to keep to a deadline. It also 
showed how difficult it must have been 
for Phileas Fogg to win his bet. For this 
reason l think this series was a great way 
of bringing the novel to life on TV. 
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Murat and Janosz 

m: There's no doubt in my mind, janosz 
that the tests have been a failure. The 
car still isn't ready to drive.

But I'm sure 
you can see that we can only put this 
car on the market when we are sure 
it's safe. Can you really say it's safe 
right now? 

j: To be honest, no. But I really think 
that we've made some progress. 
Remember how hopeless we felt last 
week? Testing is the key. It's the way 
forward for us. 

m: Yes. We have made progress. Yet, 
it's essential to remember our 
responsibility to the drivers of our 
cars. They must feel safe. OK, I think 
the best solution would be to spend 
another week on safety tests and then 
decide. 

j: I agree. That's the best way to go for 
now. 
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Let's begin with me giving you an 
introduction to some of the writing 
habits of great writers. These habits 
can be divided into two types. Firstly, 
those types related to writing style, 
and secondly, those referring to writing 
environment. And as we do this, we're 
going to talk about some of the greatest 
writers in world literature. So, let's start 
with Ernest Hemingway. Did you know 
that Hemingway used to write exactly 
500 words a day? That's right. Not one 
word more, not one word less. Why 
did he do this? Well, that's a question 
we could ask of many writers and only 
receive the answer 'Because it worked 
for me'. What we need to remember 
is that writers are a superstitious lot! 
Hemingway honestly believed that if he 


wrote more or less than 500 words his 
books would be a failure. This is certainly 
not a habit I suggest you follow. The 
number of words doesn't matter. You will 
understand this more when you have a 
white piece of paper in front of you and 
you are desperate for any word! 

A similar writer was Anthony Trollope. 

He would only write from five thirty until 
eight thirty every morning and would try 
to write 250 words every 15 minutes. 

This means that he was an incredibly 
fast writer. If you can do this, it will also 
mean that you will be very popular with 
your publisher! Unlike Hemingway, 
Trollope's habit makes some sense. As 
dreams have often been a very good 
source for the ideas we write about, it 
makes some sense to write as soon as we 
wake up. Secondly, we are usually more 
clear-minded first thing in the morning 
and so we can concentrate better. 

What about the context to write in? 
Balzac used to need to drink at least 
ten espressos a day to be able to write. 
While I don't suggest you drink that 
much, coffee has often been called the 
fuel that drives writers. Personally, I only 
need water but there you go. Proust used 
to feel more comfortable writing in bed. 
Again, there is some logic to this. We 
need to feel relaxed if we want to write 
well. On the other hand, Thomas Wolfe 
would have to be standing up before 
he could write. This need suggests that 
Wolfe had concentration problems or 
perhaps he was afraid of being too lazy. 

As you can see, most writers had good 
reasons for their habits. However, as 
Somerset Maugham once said, 'There 
are three rules for writing a novel. 
Unfortunately, no one knows what they 
are.' Writing is about you finding out 
what suits you best, so don't expect to be 
told how to write. Expect to discover for 
yourself. Now, if we can start with the 
first task I have for you today ... 
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Tom , Mary 

m : Well Tom, we've all heard about the 
Keitai phenomenon in Japan and 
how it's changed the writing world 
there. We're hoping that this new 
technology you're developing will 
have a similar impact here in the UK. 

If all goes well, we hope to have the 
first new phones out by December.

m: That's fine but that leaves me with 
nothing to go back to the investors 
with.

When it 
was being built, most Polish people took 
no notice of it. I think that's why they 
made it so tall! For me, the best part of 
Warsaw is Nowy Swiat or New World 
Street. Here you can do your shopping 


and buy the most modern things, in a 
street that iooks like the 1930s. You could 
almost be in Paris. 

Speaker C 

I know most people won't agree, but for 
me the Palace of Science and Culture 
is a symbol of Warsaw, i know it has 
been given a bad name by people but it 
has watched all the changes in Warsaw 
over the last fifty years. Think about 
all the new buildings that were being 
demolished and rebuilt at that time, and 
yet it remained. I bet it would have a 
very interesting story to tell! However, i 
don't like the monuments of the Warsaw 
Uprising, i think they are too dramatic 
and also there are too many of them. Yes, 

I agree some of them are great but we 
must be careful not to overdo it. There's 
another to be built in Rembertow next 
month! 

Speaker D 

The Old Town is a great achievement, 
imagine! A whole area was completely 
destroyed and then rebuilt in less than 
20 years. I love walking through the 
streets of the Old Town. I know that the 
buildings haven't been there for a long 
time but they help us get an idea of 
what it was like, i don't like the Palace 
of Science and Culture, i have been told 
that it's not really Polish but that doesn't 
matter, it's just not very nice. It's just like 
a fat needle. Also, it doesn't really fit 
with the rest of the city. Warsaw has been 
planned in a way that brings the past and 
the future together. The style of the Palace 
of Science and Culture just doesn't look 
like part of Poland's past or future. 
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a: So let's start with the first-year 
courses. Do you think we can offer 
the same as last year? 
b: Of course. 1 think it's absolutely 
essential to offer the Introduction 
to Architecture course. As we've 
discovered in the past, students know 
hardly anything about the subject 
before they come here. Usually the 
only thing they've ever done is look 
at some buildings and read some 
magazines! 

Yes, we 
can offer Introduction to Architecture 
but I think we should also offer a 
History of Architecture course.

I've always felt leaving it until the 
third year was a bit late. However, I'm 
sorry to be a bit practical, but we'd 
have to find out first if there were any 
books in the bookshop. I mean ones 
which are easy to follow for first-year 
students. 


a: So we've got to get in touch with the 
bookshop pretty quickly. OK. i'll deal 
with that as I'll probably be teaching 
the course. 

b: Let's look at the second year. We've 
got Dr Ervani here this year and it's 
vital we have him do a high profile 
course. It will be good not only for 
the students but for the university as a 
whole. Even our teachers might learn 
something! 

a: Yes you're right, but we need to 
think this through.

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Presenter ; Mike, Anne 

p: OK, over the last few weeks we've 
been looking at role models in 
different areas of society. Today 
we're going to look at role models in 
business, particularly a role model for 
outsourcing. In business today, we live 
in a world of outsourcing. What does 
this mean? Let's talk to Mike Hartley, 
owner of Hartley Marketing. So, Mike, 
what do you do? 

m: Well, in-company what we do is we 
meet people who want to have their 
product advertised. We meet with 
them and agree on possible ideas. 
p: And then you prepare the advertising? 
m: Er, no. We contract other companies 
to do the work for us. 
p: What do you mean? 
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m: Wei!, last month, for example, a 
company (i won't mention who they 
are or the name of their product) 
wanted to have some colour posters 
done for their new product. So, we 
had the designs prepared by a design 
company, we had the posters printed 
by a printing company and we had 
everything boxed by a packaging 
company. 

p: So what were you doing? Sitting in the 
office and having coffee? 

m: No, 1 was having my hair done. No, 
I'm joking. 1 discovered early on in 
this business that you have to look 
after the customer and make sure 
they get exactly what they want. If 
I am spending all my time doing 
everything, I can't concentrate enough 
on the quality. By outsourcing all the 
work, I can spend the time checking 
everything, being the communication 
link between the customer and the 
designer and making sure everyone 
stays happy. To this date I've never 
had a call from a customer saying that 
they've had their campaign ruined by 
our poor posters or brochures. With 
time on my hands ! can assure quality. 

p: So then you turn up at the customer at 
the end of the process with a product 
that you didn't make. 

m: No way! Every Monday we have 
ail our stuff collected by a delivery 
service. So we let them deliver it. 
Listen, we are often running about 
eight projects at the same time so I 
can't do the delivery myself. I don't 
have the time. 

P: Thanks, Mike. We also have Dr Anne 
Spencer from Warwick University 
here. Dr Spencer, what do you 
think of Mike? Is he a role model for 
business? 

a: Well i'm not sure you can have a role 
mode! for business. Anyway, everyone 
talks about outsourcing but it does 
have disadvantages and it does have 
to be done for a good reason. Mike's 
definitely got the right idea, but if 
making sure you spend time with the 
customer is the key, then I wonder 
why Mike doesn't deliver himself. 

For example, if the company phones 
up and says 'Sorry, but we've had 
the wrong posters delivered', what's 
he going to do? Secondly, when 
something is done in-house, it's easy 
to keep to deadlines. However, i'm 
sure the designers and the packagers 
have other projects too. What if they 
phone you and say 'Sorry, we've had 
to move the date of printing as we 
haven't finished something else'? 

I'd be interested to know what Mr 
Hartley would do then. 

m: Well, I think ... 
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a: 1 think it's all about personality. 
b: What do you mean by that? 
a: OK. What I really wanted to say was 
it is the personality of a person that is 
mainly responsible for role modelling. 

B: Sorry, I don't know what you mean. 
a: Don't you? Hmm. Let me rephrase 
that then. To become a role model 
you need to have a certain type of 
personality. 

b: Could you give me a specific 
example? 

a: Of course. Think about a pop star. 
What sort of personality do they 
need? Well, they have to be ambitious 
and they have to be outgoing to begin 
with. Basically, what I'm saying is that 
if you haven't got the right personality, 
you're unlikely to be a role model. A 
quiet, shy person is not a role model 
for a pop star. 
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Cassandra, John 
C 628646? 

j: Hello, is that Cassandra Morley? 
e Yes. 

j: Hi, this is John Thatcher - the 
photographer. We arranged to talk 
about your photoshoot? 

C: Oh yes! Hi John. Well, er, what can 
you tell me? 

j: Well, first of all you didn't mention if 
you were doing it alone or not. Make 
sure you have a few assistants/helpers 
to provide the extra hands you'll find 
you need. Things could go wrong and 
you'll need the help, 
c: There's a few of us going so that 
shouldn't be a problem, 
j: All right. The first thing I suggest you 
do is write up a list of important 
things, for example, time and place, 
purpose of shooting, equipment you 
need and props, the things you may 
use in the pictures. Then make sure 
everyone has a copy of that list, 
c: That's a good idea. It makes sure we 
don't forget anything, 
j: As you're outside, have you thought 
about the weather? Make sure you get 
a weather forecast and know what to 
do if the weather gets bad. You could 
end up freezing and starving in the 
middle of nowhere, 
c: OK ...Yes, got that, 
j: Have you thought about lighting? 

C: For example? 


j: Well, did you know that photography 
is Latin and means 'painting with 
light'? You need to think about how 
you're going to light the image, and 
what that light will look like. I suggest 
bringing along lights, reflectors, and 
people to set them up, hold them, 
move them, etc. Without them the 
results could be really terrible. 

C: 1 like that about painting with light. 
Photography is a fascinating medium, 
isn't it! 

j: Yes, it is. Right, what about the house? 
Have you actually seen it? There might 
be people living in it. If it's derelict, it 
could be quite dangerous. 

C: No, I've been up there ... and 

considering what we're doing it won't 
be a problem. 

): OK. What about the filming 
itself? Make sure you control the 
environment You want to make sure 
nothing unexpected happens in your 
pictures. 

c: OK ... although something 

unexpected might make things look 
better ... 

j: No, you misunderstand me. In a big 
shoot last year I didn't control the 
environment properly and the images 
came out completely wrong. Take as 
many pictures as you can of the same 
image as you may lose some frames 
and the ones you do get may be 
utterly impossible to use. 

c: Yes, that's excellent advice. 

): What else? Ah yes, do you know the 
models? 

C: What models? 

K Well, you're going to need models for 
a photoshoot. 

c: Ah, no. No, I'm not a photographer as 
such. I'm an artist and we're doing an 
artistic scene, 
j: i'm sorry... 

c: Yes, we're going to demolish the 
house using hammers and wearing 
business suits to show the destructive 
power of big business. I'm going 
to use a digital camera to take the 
pictures and ... 

j: I'm sorry you've got the wrong person. 
Talk to someone in your department 
who knows more about the art you're 
interested in, not a professional 
photographer. Goodbye, 
c: ... hello.... hello 
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All right, Steve has asked me to talk 
about Dr Saigado, who I met last week. 
First, I'll give you some basic facts about 
his life and academic background. 

Finally, I'll describe my opinion of him as 
a person. 


OK, weii Dr Saigado was born in Sri 
Lanka but was educated in the UK. He 
finished school with six GCSEs and 
then went to technical college to study 
architecture. From there he went on to 
study Modern Art at Oxford. This may be 
a strange path to take, but he had already 
started writing about art on the Internet 
and he was making a name for himself. 
When he finished his degree he then did 
a doctorate in alternative art, specialising 
in BritArt and the Tattoo Culture. 

Right, I've told you a bit about his 
education. So moving on now to his 
career, it's actually rather short as he only 
finished his doctorate two years ago. 
During that time he was an assistant. 

After finishing his doctorate he left the 
University and spent two years as a 
critic on the Internet. He also set up 
the now famous Art Department at the 
Net University and gave live lectures 
on the Internet. Right, now you know a 
bit about his career, except to say that 
Dr Saigado is already a popular, if not 
controversial, art critic, especially with 
the sort of people we want to attract 
to the university. OK, that's it for his 
background. 

Let's go on to how 1 found him ... er, 
his personality. Well, he is really sure of 
himself and confident. He speaks well 
and knows his modern art and has a 
keen understanding of alternative art. 
However, he is quite ignorant of classical 
art and seems to be more interested 
in art as a business rather than art as a 
topic. He gets quite aggressive when 
questioned on this. 

To sum up i think it would be good 
for the university to have him in the 
department but 1 think we will have 
trouble with other members of staff and 
! think we shouldn't let him anywhere 
near our first and second years. OK, 
that's all I have to say about Dr Saigado. 
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Present ; Dr Sarah Elfman 

?: We're lucky to have with us tonight 

Dr Sarah Elfman, who is lecturer in 
Psychology from Til berg University 
and Director of Management 
Profilers UK, to take part in our 
question and answer session on 
'Lying - Good or Bad?' In a few 
minutes I'll be asking students to 
put their questions to Dr Elfman, 
but first of all, Dr Elfman, in your 
opinion, is it possible to tell when 
someone is lying? 
dr t: Well, most people would 

immediately answer 'Yes'. People 
really believe that liars show 
physical characteristics to prove 
they are lying. For example, liars 
don't look at you when they lie. 

p; Is there a ny evidence of this? 


dr E: Of what people think? Yes. The 
majority of people asked by 
scientists 'How can you teil when 
people are lying', insisted that liars 
avoid looking at you. 

p: And is this true? 

dr E: It is as true as liars growing long 
noses when they lie, just like 
Pinocchio. In fact, there is also 
no truth in the belief that liars 
can't sit still when they lie, or that 
they touch their noses. The result 
emerging from detailed research 
into the behaviour of lying is 
that, in fact, there is no physical 
reaction to help the listener deduce 
that the speaker is lying. 

P: How does this affect your work as 

a Management Profiler? 

dr e: Weil this is very interesting. The 
first issue we have to consider 
is 'What is a lie?' For example is 
it a lie if you try and convince 
someone that the product you're 
selling is the best on the market, 
knowing full well that it isn't? Is 
it a lie if you tell one of your staff 
that their job is safe after being 
confidentially told by the manager 
that 500 people will be made 
redundant by December? I think 
it is very difficult to separate lies 
from different levels of truth so 
this question is difficult to answer. 
However, if you do argue that all 
of these are lies, then it's not hard 
to see that the ability to lie is a skill 
highly valued by many businesses. 

p: But is it a skill Dr Elfman, if it is 

impossible to know when someone 
is lying or not? 

dr e: Well, that's an interesting question, 
i think that while it is true that the 
art of good lying can be learnt, 
it's difficult to describe what liars 
do as a skill. As I said, there is no 
physical reaction that is unique to 
liars. There are things we can say 
that are common to liars, though 
not necessarily unique. 

p: And what are those? 

dr e: Well, even liars trained to be 
persuasive tend to overdo it. 

What I mean is their stories can 
be seen to be too good to be true. 
They make fewer errors in speech 
and rarely correct information or 
correct details as they speak. This is 
because they have already planned 
what they are going to say before 
they say it. Some companies today 
actually train their salespeople 
to hide their prepared speech by 
adding mistakes and pauses. It 
also seems to be the case that iiars 
use a lot more body language. So, 
in conclusion, if someone is able 
to control these things then, yes, 
it could be said they have a skill. 


However, let me state that not all 
liars display these signals and you 
cannot be sure someone is lying 
because they don't correct things 
they have said. 

p: Thank you, Dr Elfman. Now, let me 

open the floor to . . . 
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Dr Elfman , Mr Cray 

dr £: Well, you're right Mr Gray, you do 
have a problem in the Marketing 
Department. There are serious 
personality clashes and some very 
unhappy people. 

c: As we feared, Dr Elfman. So what 

can we do about it? We don't want 
to sack anyone, but the Marketing 
Department just isn't working 
properly. 

dr e: Well, if 1 were you, the first thing 
that I would do is change the 
Marketing Manager. He really 
doesn't have the personnel skills. 

It's essentia! that a Marketing 
Manager is respected by the team. 
But at the moment, the marketing 
team spend half the time talking 
behind his back. You might 
consider moving him into Sales. 
That would suit his personality 
much better. 

c: All right. I'll look into that. 

However, that leaves me without a 
Marketing Manager. 

dr £: Absolutely not, there's one staring 
you right in the face: Melanie 
Thatcher. She's highly respected by 
the team, hard-working and very 
approachable. She exhibits all the 
skills you need for the job. I think 
you need to talk to her about it 
first. I'm not sure she thinks she's 
ready yet. But, on the whole, i 
think she'd be perfect. 

c: Really? I'd never have thought of 

Melanie, i'll have a chat with her 
tomorrow. However, it might be a 
good idea to keep it confidential. 

At least, until we know her position 
and announce the changes. 

dr f: That's up to you, but believe me, 
it's vital that you make the changes 
soon before you start having 
people resign. Why don't you talk 
to Bill first? Get him in the right 
mood for a change to Sales. After 
all, it he gets defensive, you may 
have to take stronger measures 
which may take some time. You 
could also offer him some time 
away from the office. That will give 
him time to think about his future. 
But I would also advise you to be 
careful when you talk to him. He 
can be quite aggressive. 

g: Hmm, I need to think about that. 
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1 It's essential that a Marketing Manager 
is respected.

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Presenter, Abdul, Eman, Radhi 

p: To talk to us a little bit about English 
Yemeni life I've invited along Abdul 
Qasem from Sheffield, his sister, 

Eman and his father, Radhi. Abdul, I 
understand your father came here in 
the fifties on his own to work in the 
steel industry. How did you fee! when 
you received cards and photos of his 
life in England? 

a: You thought, 'It must be heaven, all 
that greenery/ I'd never seen so many 
trees. It was fascinating. 

p: Eman, how did you feel? 

E: l started to forget what he looked like. 
When he came back, ! opened the 
door for him and asked him who he 
was. When he told me he was my 
dad, he hugged me and I was really 
shy, because for a long time we'd 
been apart and I was thinking: 'Who 
is this guy?' 

p: And when you finally came to 
England, Abdul, how did you feel? 

a: It was how I expected - only better. 

It was a dream to join my dad here. 
However, I didn't know the whole 
story. In the fifties and sixties, people 
thought they were coming to a new, 
better life. But in many ways it turned 
out to be a life of hard work with little 
reward. You can't imagine some of 
the difficulties some had. Their whole 
life was their work to make money 
to send home. It's hard to believe but 
they sometimes wanted to minimise 
their spare time. The attitude was: 

You should never say no. And they 
couldn't afford to have a comfortable 
life. You hear from the older men 
about how overcrowded it could 
be, people sleeping under beds and 
sharing beds. 

p: Radhi, you went back to Yemen when 
you retired. Were you disappointed 
about your life in England? 

r: Not at all, no. 1 came back again this 
year because I felt I belonged here. 
Although I have a large family in 
Yemen, they want to stay there, but i 
want to stay here. I have become part 
of the community here. 


a: Our community association runs an 
advice centre to help with cultural 
problems. They are also organising 
language classes. But some people 
find it difficult to resolve their cultural 
identity. One man who went back to 
Yemen said that he felt like a foreigner 
in his own country. 

p: Tim Smith, who took the photos on 
display in the Coal, Frankincense and 
Myrrh exhibition, recently travelled to 
Yemen. Eman, I believe he talked to 
you about that experience? 

e: Yes, that's right. He was introduced 
to people from Sheffield, Manchester 
and Cardiff. Some had worked in 
Britain and gone back, some were on 
holiday and some were people bom 
in the UK of Yemeni parents. They 
were very surprised. Some of them 
hadn't spoken English or seen a white 
person for 30 years. He mentioned 
the town of Underfield to one man, 
and this man asked him if he knew 
it, grabbed his arm and just burst into 
tears. 

p; Your husband is English - has he been 
to Yemen with you? 

e: We're hoping to go next year - i know 
he'll love it. I'm planning to take my 
family there little things from England. 
Things that they miss like digestive 
biscuits and baked beans! 
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Guy, Susan 

s: Listen Guy, we don't need to do the 
questionnaire, we can do a report 
without doing the questionnaire.

She admitted 
buying a Ferrari just because Marie 
Ansley bought a new car the week 
before. 

s: That's right, so that's ... masculinity, i 
don't think Rowena would be pleased 
to hear that! How about poor Anna? 
One minute she was doing well at 
uni and then suddenly she left to look 
after her grandmother. 


g: I bet her parents persuaded her to 
leave. 

s: No, not at all, she wanted to. That's a 
really good example of collectivism. 

G: Hmm, I'm not so sure. OK then, 
there's those Swedish students who 
complained about their Japanese 
group leader making all the decisions 
without talking to them first. That's 
small power distance. 

s: What? The Japanese student? 

G: No, the Swedish ones. Hey, we're 
doing well here ... 
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Good evening, everyone. I'd like to talk 
to you about the dangers of cultural loss. 
Culture represents the identity, traditions 
and art of a group of people, whether it is 
a nation or a small community. However, 
when one language and its culture 
begins to dominate, then other cultures 
are in danger. 

The presentation is divided into three 
sections. I'll begin with the meaning 
of culture, i'll talk about why it is 
endangered and finally, I'll suggest things 
we can do to protect cultures. 

OK, so what do we know about culture? 
Well ... {fade) 

... Turning now to the next part, why are 
cultures in danger? Well, the main reason 
is ... {fade) 

... and as one culture becomes more 
influential, it becomes harder and harder 
to convince younger people to keep 
to their culture. For example, it can be 
said that fast food has become popular 
and replaced traditional food in many 
cultures because of its association with 
American culture. 

Let's now look at what we can do 
to protect local cultures from more 
dominant cultures. Is there anything 
that people can do? Well, yes there is ... 
{fade) 

... So, in conclusion, culture is important 
to people as it describes where they 
come from, who they are and where 
they are going to. Thanks to the work 
of cultural organisations around the 
world more and more cultures are being 
protected and the freer movement of 
people around the world has made 
cultural understanding easier and easier. 
Can more be done? I think so. What 1 
think is needed is more cultural support 
in the home, at school and on the streets 
so that all people, especially young 
people, feel more pride in their own 
culture.

The Dolmahahge Palace in Istanbul 
is the best example of late Ottoman 
architecture. The leading architect 
of the time was Garabet Balyan. He 
was commissioned by the Sultan to 
complete the palace. He was advised 
to make it as beautiful as Versailles. To 
do this may have seemed an impossible 
task for him, seeing as the Ottoman 
Empire was in a period of decline. It 
would be fair to say, in fact, that by 
the 1 850s it was one of the weakest 
Empires in Europe. However, the Sultan 
provided anything he needed to get the 
Dolmabahge Palace completed and he 
was able do this in nine years. 

The palace cost the equivalent of 35 
tons of gold to build, 1 4 tons of which 
was used just to cover the interior 
ceiling of the palace, making it possibly 
the most expensive ceiling in the world. 
As well as the ceiling, another attraction 
is the world's largest Bohemian 
crystal chandelier. The chandelier 
has 750 lamps and weighs 4.5 tons. 
Dolmabahge has the largest collection 
of Bohemian and Baccarat crystal 
chandeliers in the world. To achieve 
this, it is said that the Sultan had men 
travelling all over the empire to find the 
most beautiful crystal chandeliers. 

In my opinion, although Dolmabah^e 
is much smaller than Versailles, it is 
a fantastic piece of work by Garabet 
Balyan. My father told me to go and 
see this great example of extreme 
ornamentation and once I had done 
so, I understood why he called 
Dolmabahge the second Versailles.
